And yet mindeful of my 
promiſe, not to wrong them, I muſt put a diffe-

were twoyoung menz the one of them called Za. 
ward Wilſon: the other, Robert Tetherton , two 
brethren in euill, not ofone blood, yet in one bloo- 
die action brethren; liuing one maner of life, dying 
oneſortofdeath; a finfull life, a ſhamefull death 
a death iuſtly aunſwerable to ſuch a life. They both 
had been 1ved, before this time, if they had 
beene right ſerued, for robbery. layed to their 
charge, whereof they were indicted, and arraig- 
ned at Newgate ; but, aboue any deſert in them ei- 
cher paſt, or preſent, out of ſome conce iued hope 
of future amendement, their life was giuen them. 
Which vnde ſerued mercie, and eſcaped |

might haue reclaimed them from vice to verve, to 
obedicnce vnto lawes, and to loue of their coun- 
trey, ihat had bred them, feddethem, and now ſa- 
ued them from death, if they had had grace, to make 


good vie thereof. t augentur dona, creſcant rationes 


onorum. But, as it fares oft times with 

win — — loſe they, they muſt needs hold on play 
if they Joſe, deſiring to recouer iheir loſſes if they 
win, preſuming on their gaine: So it prooued with 
theſe tu /o, having beene pardoned ſor ſtealing, yet 
ſtill will they ſteale; they fall into a relapſe, and 
xeturne totheir former courſe; either out of a pre · 
ſumption to eſcape, as they had done before, of 
elſe out of a deſperate reſolution, to trie the vt- 
termoſt. So then, the lenitie, and clemencie ex- 
tended to them, for the reforming of their liues 
(but abuſed by them, to a ſutther progreſſe in ihe 
wayes of wickedneſſe) males this fact, in themſo ne 
grate full. the more hatefullto God, and their coun- 
trey. Patientia laſa vertitur in furorem. Their miſhap 
is leſſe pitied, that once hauing Eſcaped ſnipwracke, 
will to ſea againe. Of their fat there is more deteſta · 
tion, and of their fall leſſe conſideration had, that 
once being ſaued, will incurre new danger, anda- 
buſe their life giuen them, to the ne ſpilling 
the blood of others. . 

The partie on whom this murther was commit 
ted, was a woman ſeruant, called Joane Wilſon; one 
( God knowes) that no way had wronged them, 
nor intended them any hurt; a poore ſillie harme- 
leſſe woman, one that for names ſale, and for fel- 


lowſhip ſometime in ſeruice with one ofthem, bein

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of his name, iiilſim, and having ſerued in houſe 
ber wick bim, might. haue 3 

his hands, than ſhe found] this povte 
ſoule, neither ſuſprcting them, nor expecting anie 
ſuch thing as they purpoſed, for olde acquaintance 


ſake'with one, u elcomed both into her Maſters 


houſe. But, at the turning of her backe, vpon 
ſome occaſion of buſineſſe, one of them, namely, 
Tetherton, with an iron, prouided, and brought by 
him, for the purpoſe, ſtroke her on the head: vnder 
which ſtroake , ſhee falling; Milſon with a cord pre- 
ſently put about her necke, ' dragged her downe 
thorowan entrie, into a lowe Cellar, where they 
left her lying; till they had gone vp to the vpper 
toomes of the houſe, and acted the ſecond part of 
the worle they came about; to wit, with that iron, 
which ſerued to both turnes, made themſelues a 
way through doores and lockes to the place where 
they knew ſome treaſure lay. Which when they 
had ſeazed vpongthey heard the woman crie belowe 
inthe Cellar : wherear, Wilſorrranne downe in haſte, 
and ſtopped her mouth with a glove; till Tetherton 
came after him, with the iron harre: who hauing 
giuen her the firſt blowe, gaue her alfothe laſt, that 
the whole worke might be his in the performance, 
which by his ußeffn „Was Wilſons in the deviſings 
for ſo it ſeemet they ſhared it berweene them: that 
at it was ſayde of Lalius und Scipio, a farre more 
worthy couple (vnmeete, indeede; to bee named 
with theſe) and in a better cauſe, that one of them 


did makbthe Play, and the other dic acte it; the one

poſed;and the other expoſed 10e, 
I o 
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ſo may I ſay of theſe two; if Tethertons confeſſion 
were true, that the one plotted, the other perfors 
med this matier: betweene both, ihe woman miſ- 
doubting no euill (how prouided for God, or pre- 
prepared for death, I know not) was ſuddenly, and 
cruelly murthered. It is not like that they gaue her 
either ſpace, or counſell, firſt to call on God, ere 
ſnee died, God not being in their thoughts at that 
time. Thus came death vpon her at vnawares , and 
ſo doth it vpon many, andfo it may on any fudden- 
ly come, andouertake them, ere they looke or pro- 
uide for it. Beſides the holde wee haue of our life 
naturally, which is but weake, (omnia ſunt homi- 
ni tenui pendentia fils) by a ſmall and flender threed; 
we are incident into a world of caſualties, that may 
nw cut this threed aſunder. There is but one way 
or vs to come into this worlde, but many wayes to 
goe out of. it againe; mille modi mortis, and ſo ma- 
ny, that we ſtand in perill euerie houre, of ſome, or

The partic againſt whom ĩt was done, was Sit 
IBxomt Bovvass; whom, that they might more 
couertly robbe of his goods, they murthered his 
ſeruant : a Gentleman that had deſetued better at 
their hands, then thus vnthankefully to bee re- 
warded, with loſſe of his goods, death ol his ſer- 
uant, and diſquietneſſe oſhimſelſe: for, howſocuer

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houſe, he could not hut be grieued. They 
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debted vnto him no leſſe, thantheir lives came vn- 
to; he was the meanes to to ſaue them both from 
hanging when they were arraigned at Newgate, 
whereot [| made mention before. One of them had 
been his ſeruaunt in houſe: but the olde ſaying , in 
proofe and practice is often renewed, and was 
found true in them; Save a theefe from the gallowes, 
Sc. Thus to requite good with euil, and mercie with 
cruelty, was the very pith and marrow of vngrate- 
fulneſſe. It had been too too impious , againſt 
whomeſocuer : but, againſt one, to whome they 
did owe both theic liues and themſelues to deviſe 
and worke ſuch wickedneſſe, was a ſinne of aſcar- 


let graine and die, deepely and doubledied; in cru- — 
elty to the ſlaine ſeruant, and ingratitude to the li- 


uing maſter. 

But what ſhould we wonder at their vngratefulnes 
to man, when they were ſo vnthankfull to God, and 
their countrey, for their life once giuen, and againe 
beſtowed on them, when by their demerite it was 


loſt? They were ſuch corruptrrees as S. Jude ſpeakes ,, 


of,twiſedead,onceinlawe, but ſauedʒ now ſecondly 
"by lawe,plucked vp bythe rootes. Straite and ſharpe 
lawes mayterrifie lewde perſons, and ſometime mo- 
derate them in their outward actions: but, where the 
ſeare and loue of God is not in the heart within, there 
is ſmall regard of any due demeanour without, to- 
wards men; for it is onely religion in the ſoule that 
beſt enables, and moſt otłall leades men into vertu- 
ous, honeſt, and ciuill offices. Or what ſhould we 
make ſtraunge of this: vngrate full dealing in theſe 
two malefactors, towards him that mecitorioully 
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Leaſt ſuſpe- 
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might haue claimed their loue and beſt ſervice. 
when as it is no ſtrange or vnuſuall thing to ſee the 
requitall, that the ſnake in the table is ſayd to make 
tothe trauailer, dayly made to thoſe , that beſt de- 
feruc; and by thoſe that ought to make a ſat better re- 
paiment. For the better declaring what the ſnakes 
requitall was, giue me leaue by the way tointerpoſe 
the fable. A'Trauailer, weary in his tourney , by 
chance fate dovine to reſt him vpona hils {ide , vn- 
der which was a hollow place, vaknowen to him, 
wherein a ſnake did lurke : The Snake ſubtilly per- 
cciuing the Trauailers preſence, cried out, and ear- 
neſtly craued his paines in opening her a way out of 
that priſon wherein ſhe lay, with faire promiſes of 
ample gratification for his labour: the ſimple Ira. 
uailer being ouer credulous, graunted her requeſt; 
rowled away the ſtone, and gaue the ſerpent an eaſie 
egreſſe. She no ſooner ſet at liberty, but ſtoong him 
that had wrought her freedome : whereat he, much 
amazed, ſaid ; Is this the reward you promiſed me? 
Yea, anſwered ſhe; for thus, and no otherwiſe, wont 
well deſeruing benefactors to bee rewarded. | am, 
fayd the Trauailer, a plaine ſimple counttey man, [ 
knowe not what the Lawe is, or cuſtome either:yet I 
pray thee, letthe matter be heard by indifferent per- 
ſons, whether I be wronged, or no. They both a- 

reed hereunto , and went foorth together to ſceke 
— Going, they firſt met with an old horſe, 
that in his prime of age and ſtrength, had beenea 
horſe for ſeruice, but now was thruſt out to paſture 
alone, imployed ſometime in a :

Thus went they on dee- 
fell in Barathrum nequitia,

tomleſſe pit of deſtruction. Having ended all that 
they intended in the houſe; out they goe, as Caine, 
after he had ſlaine his brother, to range ouer the 
wide world; & firſt, chey take water into London:they 
were fowly ſtayned witch blood, they needed wa- 
ſhing. But all the water in the Riuer, though irwere 
as powerfull as was Jordanto Mamu, or as was the 
poole Siloe to that blinde man, could not cleanſe 
their filthines, or waſh out the blood - ſpots of their 
ſoules: only the blood of Chriſt was able to puri- 
ſie their conſciences from dead workes. By wa- 
ter they beginne their wandring courſe, The water 
is ponderous, yet euer fleeting, Difficulter ſus ter-

1565 
who had ſhine his one wife; the murther was a 
long while ſmothered, and the murtherer vndetec- 
ted: but out of the vnnaturall horror of his con- 
ſcience, hee diſcouered it himſelſe at laſt; acknow - 
ledging, that night by night he was haunted and af- 
frighted with an apparition of his dead wife, which 
would neuer ſuffer him to take any reſt. And when 
pardon of his offence, and reſpite of his life , was 
offered to him, he refuſed it; chooſing rather to die, 
then to liue, in ſuch anguiſh, as he had endured. I 
heard one of thaſereuerend ludges, of this Land, 
of whome I made mention before, report alſo as 
much, how that in the late diſcouerie of the fore- 
named murther,which had been twentie two yeares 
concealed,the offender ſeemed to feele ſome caſe, 
in that it was reucaled ; and ſaid, that he would not 
liue ſo long againe, in that bitterneſſe of ſoule, as 
he had liued in, ſince the killing of his wife, for a- 
ny worlds good. The Conſcience is the regiſter 
to the ſoule, recording the workes done by it in 
the bodie: which jog ek the doing, remaine vp- / 
on record and come afreſhto bee remembred, 
whethey are leaſt deſired, or expected. For, be it that 
ſomeyrhile, by ſome externall matters of delight, 
and ſolace, the conſcience may be dull, and drow- 
lie, & peccatum quieſcat inforibas, yet in time of 
danget, or toward the howre of death, then will it 
awake, and play the part of lobs meſſenger: ſaying, 15.

caſt with confuſion, hen humbled in alowly con- 
ſeſſion: For were it ſo, that the other did propound 
it, as it ĩs moſt probable , (the place being beiter 
know ne to him) yet could not this extenuate Te- 
thertons pee ve hedid — — * 
taine it, ſtopping his eare againſt the others di 
. the principaliagent, inbrig- 
gingic to paſle, | perſwade my ſelfehat I wrong 
im not, in my conceite of his want of true hu- 
militie at his death: & I hope all, that heare what 
followes, will be of the ſame minde with me. For 
after that he had viteredas much,as hee wouldſay 
of this matter, or of other robberies, and intended 
murthers,with the aſſiſtance of his fellow: he was 
aduiſed to kneele down at the Ladder foot,& pray 
vnto God: which hee tefuſed to doe, ſaying, hee 
would pray alone by himſelſe, & vpon the Ladder. 
And being againe requeſted, to make conſeſ- 
ſiõ ofthat faith wherin he meant to die, before the 
world: ſaid, he wold die inthe faith of GodAlmigh 
tiezrefuling to ſay the Apoſtles Creed, & denyi 
lome ofthe Articles therin, to be a ſolid fi 
of Chriſtian faith, as namely, Chriſts deſcending 
into hell. Bootleſſe had it bene, to reaſon,orargue 
the caſe with him, as the caſe ſtood with him then.

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Wherfore the endeauout of ſome neee him was 
not ſo much to eroſſe his opinion us to Win him 
tothis beliete; char Chriſt tough ſo mueh in his 
workeof redemption, as was rieedfal}; and fuffici- 
ent to be done for the ſauing of mankind. Wher- 
unto ho was draw en to yeeld his aſſent: deſiring, 
not to he importuned any further therein. Hauing 
aſcended the Ladder; and publiſhed to the wotld 
the truth of the murther, hee betooke him to his 
prayers: whereunto faſhioning himfelfe, he was 
willed, to craue the heartic and deuout prayers 
of the-preſent aſſemblie, to concurre with him; 
but anſwered, no, hee would pray alone: and if 
any Chriſtians were there in pteſence, that would 
ptay for him, or with him, thoſe would he not 
refuſe. By which his aunſwere it beganne to ap- 
peare, that hee wis a man of ſeparation trom out 
Church, and a refractarie ſchiſmarick of that Se&; 
which hath the name of Browniſts; as was made 
moſt manifeſt by his further vttering of his phan. 
taſticall opinions, held by them, and ltifly maiutai- 
ned by him, one of their ſchollets at tHe gallꝰw es 
to wit, that we haue in England, rio Church, no 
rightly ordered Miniſters, no direct forme of Di- 
uine ſeruice: that he was one of that ſociĩetie, who 
are led by the ſpirit of God, and are the only righ- 
teous childrẽʒ trat he was to pray, out ofthat ſpirit 
within him, and not to vſe any fet forme of prayer 
made by man: that the Lords prayet was not to 
bee ſaide: firſt} becauſe it was not made by our 
Lord. but by man · In wich reaſoi being 
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(and better inſtructed, that ĩt is in ie middeſi oſ a 
Sermon, cõmonly called ſermo domini in monies. 
whereof both ends and middle are the Lorda -n dh g. 
doctrine out ofhizxownetnouth}: bee fled aan 65. 

ther opinion little better, that it is not to bet ſaide 7 

by men. And when he was vrged, that it was made 

to be ſaid by ſome; according ra Chrilts coin Luc. 1 1. 3. 
mand, When ye pray, ſay gcc. And that, not b! / 
himſelfe, becauſe the ſiſt petition, Forgiue vs, &c. 

was not lyable to him, that neither did, nor knew 

ſinne: but by ſinners, in wich number, if lie reo- 

koned himſelfe,it was a prayer ſit and needfull for 

him to ſay: hee aunſwered that hee r ould fieuer 

bee brought to ſay it, forall thereaſons could bes 

alledged. Being demanded, into whoſe hands hee 

had fallen, that had thus tutored him: hee ſaide;
